Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 



A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
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international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1, 4, 6-7, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kosugi et al. The thermal fixing device by Kosugi et al. teaches a fixing member, a first pressing 
member, second pressing member, and wherein the temperature of the first pressing member and 
the fixing member where they face is not lower than a glass transition point of a developer 
(figures 3A-9B; column 6, lines 50-57). The fixing member and the first pressing member apply 
the temperature to the interface at a position most downstream in the conveyance direction in a 
contact portion between the fixing member and the first pressing member. The first and second 
pressing members are surrounded by a belt (figure 7A). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-3 and 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
